LATE GOVERNMENT. 



"W« liave heard but one opinion ex- 
pressed as to the allusions to quartz 
mining in Cariboo made by our con- 
temporary on Friday last and that is 
tkat they are not only in had taste but 
in several respects positively untrue. 
With reference to the appointment of 
the Mining Engineer it is charged that 
the Eli.tott Government did not take 
duo caution to secure tho services o£ a 
suitable man; but -we do not know that 
any greater caution could have been 
taken, than was resorted to. Almost 
immediately after the House had sanc- 
tioned tho extension of assistance io 
Cariboo, tho then Minister of urines 
addressed a communication to "W. L. 
Booker, Esq., H. i\r. Consul at San 
Francisco, requesting liini "to employ 
on behalf of the Government some per- 
son possessed of tho following qualitica- 
tiops:— Having had practical expen- 
ence in quartz mining in California or 
elsewhere; cajiablo of giving instruc- 
tions concerning the working of a 
quartz mill and tho saving of gold; 
competent to distinguisli between a 
true ledge and a false one." The letter 
goes on to state that there "is no such 
person hero" and stipulatoH as one of 
tho terms of engagemont that "ho (the 
engineer) undertiiko.s that he possesses 
due skill and knowledge and that he 
will give his exclusive and diligent 
services for the purposes required." In 
reply to this letter Mr. BooKER on May 
30th, 1877, addressed tho Provincial 
Secretary as follows: — 

Siu: — Ihave thohonortoacknowledge 
receipt of your dispatch of tho ISth 
inst. I have not yet succeeded in find- 
ing a suitable person for tho position re- 
ferred to unemployed, but I have no 
doubt I shall be able to secure a com- 
}>etent man in time to enable him to 
go up in the next steamer. Tliero are 
many excellent judges of quartz mines, 
but few combine the whole of the quali- 
fications required. I havo, Ac, 

W. L Booker, 

Consul. 

On May 31st Mr. Booker telegraph- 
ed as follows: 

"To Provincial Secretary: 

Engaged RicHAUD Harper. Heleaves 
for Portland Sunday." 

On the same date ho covered this 
dispatch with the following communi- 
cation to the Provincial Sttcretary: 
W. Lane Booker, Esq., to tho Pro- 
vincial Secretary. 
HerBritaknioMajesty's Consulate, 

San Francisco, May 31st, 1877. 
Sir: — In reference to my dispatch of 
the 30th May, I have now to advise 
you that I have secui'ed tho services of 
Mr. Richard Bailey HAUPEn.aCornish- 
man, who 1ms been very strongly re- 
commended to mo by two gentlemen of 
my acquaintance, in whoso employ he 
has been in this State and Mexico ; ho 
ia represented to me to be a thoroughly 
practical quartz miner, and conversant 
with everything connected with mill 
work. His salary has been fixed at 
two hundred and twenty-five dollars 
per month for six months, commencing 
on bis leaving San Francisco, the Gov- 
ernment paying his travelhng expenses 
to Cariboo and back to San Prancisco 
on completion of service.

' ' ' It will thus be seen that Mr. Booker 
noi only believed Mr. Harper to be an 
"excellent judge of quartz mines," 
but that he thought ho "combin- 
ed the whole of the qualifica- 
tions required" — ^in fact that he 
was a man of no ordinary ability. We 
think it will bo admitted that the cor- 
■■ respondenoe produced above thoroughly 
' clears the late government of the 
charge of "culpable rashness and want 
of precaution in engaging Jlr. Har- 
per." Had they neglected to apply to 
Her Majesty's Consul, who above all 
otlicr residents of San Francisco is 
known to take great interest in the 
welfare of the Province, the out-cry 
would havo been loud and there might 
possibly have been some foundation for 
tho cliarge of cai'elcGsnoss. Tlic Gov- 
ernment, however, took due precau- 
tion when they applied to Mr. Booker, 
who from )us position would necessari- 
ly exercise great care in selecting a 
man for so important an office. If, in 
making his selection, Mr. Booker was 
deceived, it is utterly absurd to saddle 
the late government with the responsi- 
. bility; but it is oven now a question 
whether Mr. Harper's judgment and 
opinions were entirely fallacious and er- 
roneous. V/itli reference to the charge 
of wifchholcling from the public certain 
information received from Montreal by 
the late Government early last year, 
the facts are simply these. A letter 
was received from the Assay Oflice, 
Montreal, drawing attention to the 
, J fact that a discrepancy existed between 
the as.says of oro ptirpovting to have 
come from Cariboo made at Montreal, 
and assays made at Barkcrvillc. The 
Government had no knowledge what- 
ever that the ore assayed at Montreal 
was from Cariboo, and therefore did 
^- i not feel justified in assuming that such 
'"^ was the case. But in order that no 
doubt in the matter should exist they 
immediately instructed the Gold Com- 
missioner at Cariboo to make average 
selections of ore from prominent ledges, 
retain one-half for assay at Cariboo and 
»^ forward the other half under seal to 
the Minister of Mines in this city, who 

in due course would dispatch it to the 

"If^Jifteovernmeut Assay Office, Montreal, 
for analysis. This was done and the 
result is explained 'By 'the following

The resiji* ot the action taken by tho 
late Go^'ornment shows that they ox- 
ei-oised due discretion when they de- 
clined to give publicity to assays of 
quartz, tlie liistorj of which thoy wore 
entirely unacquainted with. The oro 
might have been sent from Cariboo or 
it might not for aught tlie Government 
knew. Anyhow, the subsequent Mon- 
treal assays, and many others since 
made from tho .same ledges, entirely 
disj)rovo tlio "disastrous intelligence'' 
which our contemporary .says should 
have been published early in the year. 
Immediately the Government received 
information of an authentic character 
it was given to the public. Tliis nniy 
be scon by reference to the files of ?'/('' 
Ooloni.^t. ' The Minister of Mines re- 
ceived his dispatch from Montreal giv- 
ing the various (uiali/m on Juno '2'2d, 
187S, and it appeared in this journal 
tho following morning It is some- 
what surprising that tho pi-escnt Gov- 
ernment, who retainotl the services of 
the Mining Engineer, did not investi- 
gate the charges made against that 
ofiicial or continue tho inquiry com- 
men.'"d by their predecessors. Tliey 
had an excellent opportunity, for all 
parties coucerned were in the Province; 
but for some unaccountable reason they 
thought fit to let the charges puss un- 
heeded.

A Card from Mayor Flnlayson. 

'VicTOuiA, Jan. 11, 1879. 

Editor Colonist: — As the article in 
to-day's Stmidard headed "The City 
Governinent" is calculated to convey a 
wrong impression reapectiug my ad- 
dre.s3 to the City Couueil last Friday, 
I would thank you to. insert tho fol- 
lowing in your valuable paper, contra- 
dicting the statement in tho Standard 
wliich seem to liave been written for 
electioncoring purposcsr. 

I did not in my address eulogize the 
manner in which the City Government 
had boon conducted during tho past 
year. Neither did I compliment the 
Councillors on "the faithful manner in 
■svliich they served tho ratepayers; nor 
for having expended the rcvenue.s ju- 
diciously and economically." What 1 
did .say, after having expressed my ap- 
proval of the condu«t of the city oihc- 
ials who were specially named in my 
address, was that I differed in opinion 
from the majority of the Council as to 
tho way a portion of the revenue (about 
$6,000) had been expended, v.-I-.ich 
might have been better applied. I al- 
so said I did this in tho interest of tho 
ratepayers as promised at my election, 
and that after all the charges had been 
p.iid, I had to congratulate the Coun- 
cil and the ratepayers generally, under 
the circumstances, on the state of the 
account, that it only showed a debt of 
about §1,200 over and above what had 
been expended on water works ac- 
count. That these works were 
now in good repairs; that the revenue 
from them about covered the interest 
on tho debentures and tho sinking fund 
provided for their ultimate payment, 
and that I hoped they would yet, by 
proper management, form a source of 
revenue to the Corporation. 

All the other stateincats made by 
the Standard reporter respecting my 
address, except my allusions to the 
streets, the drainage of the city, and to 
Councillor Turner, are totally unfound- 
ed. 

Not until it appeared in The Colon- 
ist did! see the address from Couns. 
Turner Todd, and Eedfcrn to me, and

Failure of Large Farmers. — Tho 
largest and best farm in tho United 
States was probably that of Mi: Sulli- 
^•ant of Champaign County, 111. He 
had 10,000 acres. It was all rich and 
j)roductive noil of the very best class, 
and was in cultivation, and the papers 
of the United States have teemed with 
descriptions and praises of its produc- 
tion.s. Mr. Sullivant was no novice in 
the business. He had learned farming 
thoroughly and well on the Soiota bot- 
toms near Columbus, Ohio. Not sat- 
isllcdwith a rojisonable prosperity there, 
he ventured his already accumulated 
thousands in this large enterprise in 
Illinois. For a season his vanity was 
satisfied for he had got largely in tho 
pajicr.s. But hv. failed badly and hojie- 
lessly. His real estate had to be sur- 
rendered to the mortgagees, and the 
assignee of his personal property had 
an itpmense sale thereof on the 31st 
of October and tho 1st of November. 
The estate failed to meet its liabilities 
by over iJlOOjOOO. Everything was 
sold, and the greatest corn king of tho 
world is homeless and hou.seless for 
himself and family. His farming has 
been on the most colossal scale, but it 
would not pay expenses, and it is not 
likely corii-rp.ising on so largo a scale 
will be tried again soon. The estate 
will probably be divided into small 
farms, of which it will make two hun- 
dred and fifty of IGO acres each. This 
is one of the saddest lessons of am- 
bitious farming, and one which .should 
have its beneficial effects in warning 
others who might be tempted to follow 
in his footsteps. 

Zloyal Incomes. 

The income of the Prince Imperial is 
only .$40,000 per .annum, derivable 
from his estates at Vicentini, near Gorz 
left him by the Princess Baccliiochi. 
The remainder of the landed property 
bequeathed to him by that lady is mort- 
gaged up to hilt, and yields no income. 
The Empress Eugenie receives from 
her estates at Mezzola, near Bologna, 
$100,000, also .$150,000 worth of dia- 
monds, and the purchase money of the 
house in the Rue d'Elysee, which yields 
a further income of $100,000. She is 
also entitled to $80,000 invested by the 
Emperor in tho million loan of 1872. 
Her total income, therefore, is about 
8450,000.

The sad news comes from Paris of 
the death of W. Benton, the king of 
Amsricaa reporter^ lyho fm- seven or 
eight years pasfr^ — so-'M. IC. Deschau- 
em says in Le Fii/aro — ha:i been draw- 
ing a fantistic salary frou^ one of tho 
great American dailies. The lamented 

W Pfipton scattered nhrnrid the dollars 

or Ins journal, -with princely munifi- 
cence, was on intimate terms with all 
the political and military celebrities of 
Europe, spoko eight languages with 
perfect fliuoncy, and assisted at all tho 
wars of the Old World as a most con- 
scientious spectator. Ho had gained 
admission to Prince Gort.schakoff's pre- 
sence as a tailor, to Bismarck's as a 
dog merchant, to the Congress of Ber- 
lin as a photographer; he had gone to 
royal banquets disguised aa a waiter 
and to royal burials as a coflin-hearer; 
in 1867 ho made the ac(iuaintance of 
ilUe Schneider in the rolo of a Brazili- 
an diamond miner, while during the 
Franco-Prussian war ho figured as a 
Turco (blacker than life) Zouave, or a 
Uhlan, according aa tlie exigencies of 
the situation demanded. This accom- 
plished journalist was about three 
weeks ago in a great German city, 
whoro tlie .sensation of the time was a 
troupe of trained benr.s. There were 
six of them, and they went through 
their drills and other jierl'ormances with 
such startling regularity (hat it was 
very generally suspected tliatthey were 
not boars, but men di,sgui.-:ed in bear- 
skins. W. Benton thought as much, 
and offered to wager with the manager 
that ho would enter tho den, but the 
manager declined to sanction his enter- 
prise. W. Benton thereupon invited 
all the journalists of tho city to dinner 
assured them that tho bears wore 
frauds, and invited tliein to bo present 
at the afternoon performance next day, 
when ho inteiiiled to unmask tho hum- 
bug. Having bribed an employe of 
the managerio, Benton disguised as a 
bear, entered tho cage. His five com- 
panions seemed furiously excited, but 
lie attributed tliin to their desire tofond 
ofl" suspicion. Tho public applauded 
most enthusiastically. It was then 
that the uiiha|jpy being, desirous of 
carrying out his plan, turned toward 
the press-box, removed his bear's head 
and bowed politely. A tremendous 
roar of laughter ensued, followed by an 
immense shriek of terror. The bears, 
on seeing this human face, precipitated 
themselves upon the unfortunate man. 
Before the tamer could take steps to 
save him, the reporter, frightfully mu- 
tilated, had breathed his last. Thus 
perished tl) poor W, Benton, whose 
editor-in-chief seeks vainly a man fit to 
replace him. 

MiscoUanous. 

Beware of wet popper. It throws off 
great quantities of carbonic acid gas, 
and recently resulted in the death of 
four British sailors and a Celestial on 
board an English steamer in a Chinese 
port. A quantity of pepper which had 
been wet with rain, was stored in the 
hold, and when the Chinaman went 
down, he almost immediately fell sense- 
less. Tho four tars went down to ren- 
der assistance, when they, too, were 
rendered insensible. Finally, after the 
rhold had been ventilated, all live were 
got out, but quite dead. 

Rumour has it that ere long, after 
many year.s, tlieatrical performances aro 
likely to be resumed at Court. During 
the lifetime of the Prince Consort Mr. 
Chas. Kean was chief actor to the 
Court, and found that post of more 
honour than profit. INIr. Irving is now 
mentioned as his successor. Ilis first 
appearance will, it is said, be on the 
occasion of the marriage of the Duke 
of Connaught. 

In one of the English colonies a com- 
petitive examination was lately held 
for the purpose of appointing fit persons 
to some of the Government oflices. Ono 
of the candidates inadvertently spelled 
the word Venice with two n's, thus, 
Vonnice. Tho examiner, a clever man, 
but not always correct speaker, sternly 
inquired, "Do you know, sir, that there 
is but one hen in Venicel" "Then 
eggs must bo very scarce there," was 
the ready reply." T.he candidate was 
passed. 

A gentleman at Southampton, Eng- 
land, has been held for stealing a letter 
value one penny, written by him to 
another gentleman. In it he accepted 
an offer made by the prosecutor, who 
wished to buy a house of him, but after 
writing it he changed his mind, went 
to the prosecutor's house, and, obtain- 
ing the letter ere the person to whom 
it was addressed had seen it, substitut- 
ed another declining the offer. 

From January, 1876, till May last 
23 dead bodies have been cremated in 
the city of Milan, one of them that of 
a woman. Four bodies ascertained to 
be of the weight of 63, 02, 41 and 51 
kilogrammes have yielded ashes to the 
weight of between 2 and 3 kilogram- 
mes.

Tricks in all Tradoo. 

Every one may be expected to know 
that Asmannshausen produces the very 
best of all red -wines of the Rhine. 
The beautiful village has been a favor- 
ite residence of the poets, and its pro- 
duct has been celebrated by many of 
them, e.specially by Ferdinand Freili- 
grath and Otto Roquette, in glowing 
verses. Every one does not know, 
however, with what facility a great 
quantity of the Asmannshausen Roth- 
wein of the market acquires its title. It 
appears that it need not be grown on 
the spot; it is quite sufficient if it lodges 
a few hours in the local goods station 
of the Nassna State Railroad. A 
tourist who was in Asmannshausen a 
few days ago saw a wagon loaded with 
red wine, labeled "From Sinzig to As- 
MHjiasliRnsan." A atrangor iaox after 



appeared by a passenger train and ask- 
ed the station-master whether a load of 
wine from Sinzig, addressed to himself 
(giving his name), had arrived. The 
station-master replied that the wine 
was waiting for him, and gave him tho 
necessary bill of lading. The stranger 
"umediatelv made out a new bill and 
without uuy luriuw- n.do dispatched the 
same wine "From Asmannai^^iRon to 
Dortmud." It was thus metamorphosed 
into the A'alued Asmannsh.<\usen by 
mere pen and ink, and it is not impos 
sible that some of tho barrels which 
find their way down tho Rhine from 
Asmannshausen to Rotterdam, and are 
there shipped 'fpr^ other countries, owe 
tho title of ih'eir cohtents to their 
lodging rather than to their nativity.
